The following petition was pre- 
sented to the Board, being referred 
to them by the, City Council to 
whom it was presented on Nov. 30. 
1925: 

“We, the undersigned, citizens 
and voters of the city of Lansing, 
County of Ingham, and State of 
Michigan, do respectfully petition 
the Mayor and the City Council of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, that 
some provision for administration 
of Osteopathic diagnosis and treat- 
ment be incorporated in the Health 
Department of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan. 

We, further petition that the offer 
of the Lansing Osteopathic Associa- 
tion to supply such service free of 
charge up to twenty hours a week, 
be accepted, and that suitable quar- 
ters be provided for by your honor- 
able body.” Signed by 664 people. 

The proposition was presented by 
Mrs. W. F. Boos, Dr. Hoyt Taylor, 
Dr. Verne LeRoy, for the Osteopaths 
Association, 

Members of the Board also ex- 
pressed themselves as being in favor 


of a clinic being established under 
the usual regulations governing 
Clinics held at the Health Center.

That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed tq meet with a committee of 
the Osteopaths to discuss the sub- 
ject of an Osteopathic Clinic and 
the manner in which it might be 
conducted.
